FEEDIHG PKSONEBS. 


One groat item of expense to the 


city is the feeding of (he persons con- 
fined in the city prison. The city 
pays sixty cents per day, or twenty 
cents a meal, for each prisoner con- 
fined. 
Dxu-ing the six months end- 


ing July 1st, the Council allowed bills 
for 7,401 meals which amounted to 
§1,480 20. 


Under the present system the feed- 


ing of the prisoners is left to the 
Captain of Police, who receives as 
above stated, twenty cents a meal. 
The city owns the range and cooking 
ntensils and furnishes the fuel; th° 
cook is generally detailed from among 
the prisoners; and the serving out of 
rations is superintended by a police- 
man at a salary of §100 per month. 
Thus it will be seen that the Captain 
gets Si 20 per week for furnishing 
the raw material for the board of each 
prisoner. Granting that the ''grub" 
is wholesome and abundant, there 
must still be a margin of profit of at 
least forty, cents per day on each 
boarder. A very healthy perquisite.

It will readily le perceived" that i 


any error in counting be wade, eithe- 
the city or the Captain would be lia 
able to lose the price,of a few meal

There is no doubt that by proper!} 


systematizing the feeding of the pris 
oners, the expense may bej'educeJ tt 
eighteen or twenty cents a day pe 
head. One plan suggested is to pre 
pare a dietary, prescribing the'dailj 
ration to be allowed enoh prisoner 
and estimating the amount of ra\ 
material to tje required during th 
year, taking say twenty prisoners 
as a basis, the raw material to be fur- 
nished by the lowest bidder; the deal- 
ing out of the rations to be placed in 
charge of a police officer, and the 
•whole to be under the immediate su- 
pervision ot the city physician, who 
will report to the Council.' It is es- 
timated that an abundance of whole- 
some food can in this way be fur- 
nished at a cost not to exceed twenty 
cents p«r day for each prisoner, 


Some plan other than the one in 


operation ought to be adopted. There 
is no reason why the city should be 
paying two or three times what it is 
actually worth to feed the drunks and 
petty thieves who are committed to 
the city prison.

LOCAL BALLOON BUSINESS. 


An Attempt to EstaliHsIl ft New 


Priiiciiilo of 
Aerial 


Navigation. 


The Tr.rBUNE has mentioned once 


or twice that an attempt would soon 
be made in Oakland to navigate the 
air on a new theory. We are not pre- 
pared to give our readers a definite 
report, but the matter has becoire 
somewhat public property, and it is 
our duty to state the case as far as it 
has gone. 


About two months ago, •!. M. (.real, 


who has made aerial navigation a 
study for thirteen years, and has ex- 
perimented considerably on that 
'score, commenced the construction 
at a balloon arrangement at Brook- 
lyn. 
We have known Mr. C. for 


nearly ten years, and have naturally 
been much concerned for his success. 


Iiis first attempt here at inflating 


the balloon was a failure. He tried 
hydrogen gas. This occurred two or 
three "'weeks ago, since 
which 


time he has enlarged the balloon, 
and about six o'clock this morning at- 
tached it to n, gas-main at the cross- 
ing of Grove and Twelfth streets, t 
It was filled satisfactorily in a short 
time, but the weather-was so uufnvors 
able that it was not deemed judiciou- 
to go on with tho experiment until 
the wind ceased its gusty operations; 
so the balloon WHS anchored a little 
north of the same street, and there 
remained up till our paper went to 
press. 
Mr. Creal had the rest of his appa- 


ratus 'on the gronnoU and was pa- 
tiently biding his time. This appa- 
ratus consists simply of -two movable 
parachutes attached to a pole, one 
above the other, and worked by stir- 
rnpg f rotti belon". . ' Imagine -two um- 
brellas alternately sliding up and 
down oii the same handle, and all at- 
tached to a balloon. These para- 
thutes are about eight feet in diame- 
ter,' - and. constructed , of strips of 
cloth that sort of over-lap each' other 
— sbpaiftting when pushed up against 
the air, and closing when brought 
down. .They -do not hang exactly 
horizontal^ but incline forward so as 
.to get o better hold on the atmos- 
phere.

How the "PleljM" Enjoy Them-

At different times within the past; 


few years several public dapcing.i 
fichools have been startod in this <S{y.'j 
Each has been well patronized at the ] 
outset, and given promise of success, I 
but each in turn has failed.

causes which have resulted in the

few mouths since about a dozen of 
them organized the Live Oak Social 
Club, on a new baiis.

dues at two dollars each.
